PPA. Processing Plant Handling 2,000 
Turkeys Daily As Season Peak Is Reached 


Some 2,000 turkeys per day 
are being killed and processed 
for the approaching holiday mar- 
ket and for possible frozen stor- 
age, at the poultry processing 
plant of the San Joaquin Valley 
Poultry producers association, 
located in the old cannery build- 
ing on south E street, Porter- 
ville. 

It is expected that about 50, 
000 birds, raised locally and in 
the Fresno and Bakersfield areas, 
will be handled during the 
month of November, and season 
run, on turkeys, will reach the 
vicinty of 100,000 birds, 

Processed turkeys are being 
marketed through the Los Ange- 
les office of the Norbest Turkey 
Growers cooperative of Salt Lake 
City, in which the San Joaquin 
Valley Poultry Producers assoc- 
iation is a member. Some of the 
birds are being sold on the cur- 
rent, holiday market; others 


will be frozen and held for later 
sales. 
SEVENTY EMPLOYED 

The Porterville processing 
plant has a capicity of 250-275 
turkey hens or about 180 Toms 
per hour, with some 70 persons 
being employed during the peak 
season. Superintendent of the 
local processing plant is L. C. Ri- 
der; general manager of Poultry 
Producers cooperative, which 
now has branches in Bakersfield 
and Fresno as well as Porter- 
ville, is C. A. Heffernan, of Por- 
terville. 

When turkeys enter the plant, 
they are placed on an “endless 
chain,’ killed, moved through 
a scalder and into a series of 
mechanical devices that remove 
most of the feathers. Remaining 
feathers are taken off by hand, 
after which the birds move 
through a shower of water for

Little damage to the 1947 
grape crop in’ California has re- 
sulted from rain and frost, accord 
ing to the California Crop and 
Livestock Reporting Service, with 
only a. relatively small tonnage 
for the “clean-up” that usually 
goes to wineries at the close of 
the season. 

Preliminary estimate of United 
States grape production is 3,028, 
800 tons, of whieh California 
accounts for 93 per cent, The 
grape estimate for California in- 
cludes: 1,636,000 tons of raisin 
variety grapes; 605,000 tons of 
table varieties and 570,000 tons 
of v.ine varieties. 


Pasture Does Well 
At High Altitude 


An excellent stand of pasture 
is reported at Jordan Hot Springs, 
in the high Sierra counrty, where 
to a combination of Russian 
to a combinaation of Russian 
Brome, Timothy and Red Top. 

This combination seems to ad- 
apt itself well to high altitude 
conditions. A number of other 
grasses and clovers have been 
tried at Jordan Hot Springs dur- 
ing the past two seasons on an 
experimental basis, with varing 
results. 

Just recently, Game Warden 
Ross Welch planted the same 
combination in the vicinity of 
his cabin at Quaking Aspen, sow- 
ing the seed on top of snow. This 
practice has met with consider- 
able success in cold areas of the 
country.

The most common practice for 
feeding nitrogen to orchards is 
to broadcast the fertilizer during 
the dormant season, says A. D. 
Rizzi, assistant farm advisor of 
Tulare county.

Proebsting of the college of agri- 
culture, show the rate of appli- 
cation should be adjusted to the 
particular orchard. Phosphorus 
applications have never paid for

rogen is the most beneficial fert- 
ilizer element in orchards. 


The kind and age of the tree, 
how the fruit is to.be used, the 
type of soil and soil management, 
the irrigation and local climatic 
conditions are factors which 
govern the rate of application 
and play a part in the response 
to the fertilizer. 


Where it is needed, and for 
most fruits, 60 to 150 pounds of 
actual nitrogen per acre would 
cover the majority of cases. In 
terms of materia] like ammonium 
sulfate, this could mean about 
300 to 750 pounds per acre. 


Late fall before the grounds 
gets too muddy is a good time 
to broadcast the fertilizer, but 
any time later up until a month 
before blossoming is satisfactory. 
. Extreme amounts of nitrogen 
might delay maturing and cause 
poor fruit color in early matur- 
ing varieties of fruit.

Third’ in income producing 
importance is that class of crops 
which benefit directly from tar- 
iff pretection, They are tne prod- 
ucts which we normally produce 
in gGuantities that are sufficient 
to supply the needs of the United 
States market. 


- These crops, such as al- 
monds, walnuts, figs, flax, olives, 
and. wool, account for roughly 
some 3% to 5% of California’s 
agricultural income.

Low 
Comestic prices have usually de- 
pressed imports, Heavy imports 
at times may depress domestic 
prices, but the record seems to 
indicate that usually the other 
relaticnship has been the more 
important one.

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Administration, Roads, Special Districts 
Schools Use Your “Outside” Tax Dollar 


If you have wondered where 
your- couhty tax dollar goes, 
we can answer the question in a 

: general way by saying that ad- 
ministration, road districts, 
schools and some 50 special dis- 
tricts are receiving tax money 
raised in the areas& outside the 
incorporated cities ef the coun- 
ty. é 

A rate of $1.96 per $100 of 
assessed valuation was establish- 
ed this year to take care of 
what might be called ‘admini- 
stration” expense. Under this 
general title are the following 
subheads, with the amount they 
receive: 

General, $.29259; salary, 
$.59767; county hospital, 
$.30788; social service, $.42649; 
county library, $.04181; law li- 
brary, $.00094; county parks, 
$.03985; exhibit (county cham- 
ber of commerce) $.02074; fish 
and game, $.00073; capital out- 
lay (courthouse and county 
buildings) $.11580; unappropri- 
ated reserve, $.09727 and general 
reserve, $.01821. 

ROAD TAXES 

These above amounts total the 
$1.96 that has been set up as the 
county tax rate, however, an 
additional amount is provided for 
road districts, with districts one, 
two, three and four receiving 
$.20 per $100 of assessed valu- 
ation and district number five 
receiving $.40. 

Concerning” the greater road 
tax for district five, Supervisor 
Jay Brown statcs that the high- 
er rate was set in order that he 
could match available state funds 
and complete needed road work, 
principally the construction of 
bridges, prior to the first of the 
year when a new county road 
commissioner takes over the en- 
tire county road program. 

Brown further states that he 
has 1,100 miles of road in his 
fifth district, which represents 
about 35 per cent of total coun- 
ty road mileage, yet his district 
receives through the county on- 
ly 22 per cent of state gas money 
that comes to the county. 

SCHOOL TAXES 

Totalling the $1.96 county tax 
rate and the road district taxes, 
the ‘overall tax figure for all dis- 
tricts, with the exception of num- 
ber five, runs $2.16 per $100 of 
assessed valuation; district num- 
ber five runs $2:86 as a result of 
the greater road district amount. 

Concerning the Porterville Un- 
ion High school district, a tax 
rate of $1.00 is set for the 14 
elementary district areas making

up the union district. There are 


no bonds, at present, against the 


union high school district or any 
of its elementary districts. Be- 
cause of varying tax rates set 
up in various elementary dis- 
tricts to handle their costs of op- 
eration, total school: taxes in the 
Porterville Union High School 
district run from a $1.39 in the 
Quincy district, a unit of Ducor 
Union, to $3.08 in Terra Bella 
district. 

Strathmore Union High Schoo] 
district rate is $1.25, with an 
additional 12 cents for school 
bonds. Elementary districts in- 
cluded within Strathmore Union 
High School district have the fol- 
lowing bond rates: Strathmore, 
$.23; Harmony, $.24; Prairie 
Center, $.24 and Sunnyside, $.58. 
Harmony, Prairie Center and 
Sunnyside are grouped under the 
Sunnyside Union Elementary dis- 
trict. 

TOTALS GIVEN 

Total school tax in the Strath- 
more Union High district ranges 
from $2.55 to $3.24. Total assess- 
ed valuation of the Strathmore 
Union High district is $4,536,- 
330; Porterville Union High dis- 
trict is $25,747,090. 

In addition to county, road dis- 
trict and school taxes, about 
50 special districts are eligible to 
draw tax money, with 12 of them 
in the local area. 

These local districts, with 
their assessed valuations and tax 
rate, are: Deer Creek Storm Wa- 
ter district, $2,490,000, $.06; 
Lindsa y-Strathmore Memorial 
district, $11,399,440, $.30; Lind-

Final step is packing, with 
or five toms, or seven or. eight 
hens,,.making up a box. Weight 
of all birds in any single pack- 
ing box may not vary more than 
two pounds. All birds shipped 
must be inspected in order to 
receive a U. S. government grade. 

The Porterville plant has a 
cooler-room. capacity of 6,000 
turkeys and a storage refriger- 
ation capacity of two car loads 
of packed birds. This latter re= 
frigerator, a navy surplus item, 
is 55 feet long by 12 feet in wid- 
th. 

Last year, the plant processed

Miller Rotary scraper held ‘Tues- 
day afternoon at the Charles 
Crooks’ ranch south of Porter- 
ville.

Change in the California law, 
concerning state unemployment 
insurance, is expected to elimin- 
ate, to a great extent, the com- 
mon practice of persons work- 
ing for a few. weeks in seasonal 
jobs then drawing unemployment 
insurance for the balance of the 
year. 

The changed law requires per- 
sons who earn 75 per cent or 
more of their wages in one quar- 
ter of a base period to have 
earnings in excess of 30 times 
their weekly benefit in order to 
draw unemployment insurance. 

If a person earns $600 per year 
in seasonal] work, with $500 of 
that amount during one quarter 
of the year, he would not be 
eligible for state unemployment 
insurance, since he is now’ re- 
quired to earn 30 times $25, the 
weekly benefit, which makes 
makes wages of $750 necessary 
for eligibility. 

If the $600 yearly earning was 
spread over the period of a year, 
however, the person would be 
eligible for state unemployment 
insurance, since, technically, he 
would have more than. “casual’’ 
or seasonal employment. 


The California Crop and Live- 
stock Reporting service states 
that California late potato pro- 
duction is estimated at 11,550, 
000 bushels from 35,000 acres.

A 10 per cent increase in in- 
trastate freight rates has been 
authorized by the California Pub- 
lic Utilities commission.

Individuals who have the cards 
for distribution are: Ray Will- 
iams, Ted Eddy, Norman Vossler 
and Earl Reed. 

The card carries a line for sig- 
nature of the landowner and a 
second line for signature of the 
hunter. They are being issued 
by the local Fish and Game unit 
in an effort to get hunters to 
apply for permission before go- 
ing on private land and also as 
a means of giving a farmer a 
form for a written hunting per- 
mit. 

There is no charge for the 
cards.

Site Of First 
Orange Tree 
~To Be Marked

pioneers of this community. Af- 
ter eating several oranges at this 
celebration, Mrs. Gibbons saved 
sonie of the seeds and planted 
them as 2n experiment. 

Five trees were started, three 
of which grew to maturity and 
first produced fruit in 1869. 
About the same time, seeds were 
planted in Frasier valley on the 
Huffman White place, and, al- 
though these seeds also grew, 
Tulare county’s orange industry 
actually sprang from the Plano 
planting. 

Oranges from these first trees 
sold locally for 25 cents each, 
and additional seed was planted. 
Although the three original trees 
were eventually destroyed, trees 
produced from seeds of the orig- 
inals are still growing on the 
Prestidge estate. 

Gibbons planted about one- 
half acre of orange orchard, after 
the early start, however Peter 
Ting was probably the first 
grower to set out an orchard of 

~ any size in the Plano area. 

The original trees were con- 
siderably larger than present- 
day trees and bore excellent fruit 
‘which came on between the pres- 
ent Navel and Valencia season. 

Of sidelight interest to the 
early orange industry is a medal, 
made from a silver dollar, that 
was won as a first preium by 
O. E. Gibbons, a son of Deming 
Gibbons, at the Second Annual 
Central California Citrus Fair 
held in Porterville in December, 
1893. “This medal is now in pos- 
session of O. E. Gibbons’ daugh- 
ter, Mrs. M. F. Singleton, of 
West Olive street. 

Mrs. Singleton secured the 
‘medal in 1932; atfer following 
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up a newspaper story which told 
of the medal being found in a 
house on Nevada avenue in Fres- 
no by Don Gray during the 
process of laying linoleum. How 
the medal got there is not known, 


Also of interest is the fact 
that Supervisor Jay Brown has 
a piece of the wood from the 
original] Plano orange tree. Mr. 
Brown’s mother was a daughter 
of Ruby Gibbons, a member of 
the Deming Gibbons family.
